REQUEST FOR PERMISSION TO WITHDRAW 
AS ATTORNEY OF RECORD 

Pursuant to the provisions of 37 CFR § 10.40, Karl S. Sawyer, Jr., on his on 
behalf and on behalf of all of the other attorneys of record in the above-captioned 
application, respectfully requests that all such attorneys of record be allowed to withdraw 
as attorneys in the above-captioned application. 

The basis for this request is that the applicant and the attorneys of record have had 
a long-standing dispute over the applicant's failure and/or inability to pay bills rendered 
by the attorneys of record for an unreasonable period of time and, further, the applicant 
has knowingly and freely assented to termination of the employment of the attorneys of 
record, whereby withdrawal of the attorneys of record is permitted alternatively under 
either or both the provisions of 37 CFR § 10.40(c)(l)(vi) and 10.40(c)(5).

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An Office Action was issued by the PTO on August 28, 2001 and was reported to 
the applicant by letter of the undersigned dated September 14, 2001, advising the 
applicant of the shortened three (3) month period of time for response. Subsequently, the 
undersigned has advised the applicant of the availability of up to a three (3) month 
extension of time up to the final six (6) month statutory deadline through and including 
February 28, 2001. The applicant has informed the undersigned that he already has or 
will file his own response to the Office Action pro se. Since the undersigned notified the 
applicant of the standing Office action, the undersigned subsequently has repeatedly 
advised the applicant that withdrawal as attorneys of record would be necessary if 
payment of the unpaid bills was not completed. As further evidenced by the attached

email, the applicant has been given due notice of the intended withdrawal of the attorneys 
of record and has consented to the withdrawal of the attorneys of record. Hence, 
withdrawal of the attorneys of record will not foreseeably prejudice the rights of the 
applicant. 

The undersigned has also recommended to the applicant to seek other counsel to 
assist in continuing prosecution of the present application. The undersigned is currently 
awaiting instructions from the applicant as to whether to forward the applicant's file 
directly to the applicant or to new counsel, which will be done promptly upon receipt of 
instructions.
